We do not know what object our own 


people can have in misrepresenting the 
condition of State affairs. 
If tliere is 


anything calculated to inspire ft disgust 
toward, croakers it is ths publication of 
such rot as we excerpt from two of our 
contemporaries, and which is herewith 
appended, the first being from the 
Tusoarora Tirnes-Koview, and the other 
from the Austin Reveille: 


A oouple of years more under our 


present high pressure Constitution, and 
there will be no alternative for Nevada 
except to attach itself to some other 
State or resolve itself back into a Ter- 
ritory. 


The question of economy in State 


and county government is being much 
though of and talked about, and well it 
may, for if we don't do it now the day is 
not far distant when we will have to 
surrender our State charter and go back 
to a Territorial Government and our 
bondholders be defrauded, 
The people 


should act in this matter and be thor- 
oughly in earnest. Something must be 
done or Nevada will soon bo bankrupt 
or its people overburdened with taxes. 


Such trash as the above is the veriest 


nonsense. 
The total' expenses of the 


State to-day are not over $250,000 per 
annum, of -which nearly three-fifths is 
expended in 
public charities 
and 


schools. The assessable value of real 
and personal property is $29,000,000, 
•while the actual cash value of the taxa- 
ble property is fully $75,000,000. In 
addition to the 
revenue 
from 
this 


source must be counted the tax on the 
net proceeds of the mines and the mis- 
cellaneous receipts. The expenses of 
the State can and will be reduced to 
$200,000 a year. 
The State rate of 


taxation in the future will not exceed 
75 cents on each $100 of taxable prop- 
erty, and if the rate was made on the 
actual cash value it would not exceed 
30 cents. 
Nevada has touched "bed- 


rock," and is in no danger of being 
turned over to the coyotes aud Indians. 
On the contrary there are many signs 
of material progress. 
For every old 


mine that has petered there is a new 
one to take its place. The bullion yield 
of the State will be greater in 1884 than 
in 1883, and so far as that is concerned 
mining is yet in its infancy iu this State. 
The stock-raising interest is prospering 
amazingly, and cattle men are crazy to 
purchase ranges. The State sold 100- 
000 acres during the past year, and will 
dispose of 150,000 in the present one. 
A larger area of land is under cultiva- 
tion than ever before in the history of 
the State. In the face of these facts it is 
absolutely wicked to publish to the out- 
aide world that Nevada has the slightest 
notion of having her star removed from 
the American flag. 


The Austin Democratic State Con- 


vention declared in favor of a Constitu- 
tional Convention. 
The Carson Re- 


publican State Convention declared in 
favor of revising the Constitution in the 
manner 
provided 
of 
amendments 


through the Legislature and ratification 
by the people. 
Now the Democrats of 


the Storey Convention declare "that 
such action should be taken by the 
Legislature as will lead to such amend- 
ments to the Constitution as will redxice 
the number of State and county offi- 
cers." This, in effect, is a repudiation 
of the Austin resolution, and indicates 
that the Democrats of Storey are op- 
posed to a Convsntion. If this is ths 
case the vote against the Convention 
will be largely in the majority. 
The 


more the people understand the propo- 
sition the plainer will it appear that a 
Convention is not a necessity, and that 
all reforms necessary can more safely 
be accomplished through the proper 
channel—when every amendment can' 
be voted upon separately, and the voters 
can. readily comprehend 'whether they 
want to make the change. 


The investigation of insane asylum 


methods in Pennsylvania has recently 
led to substantial reforms. If the reports 
published in the Reuo papers be accu- 
rate, the Nevarla State Asylum needs 
overhauling. It seems that the custom 
there has been to give a weekly dance 
on Saturday night, ostensibly for the 
amusement of the patients, but to which 
the outside public has been freely ad- 
mitted. Now, however, it has been de- 
cided to excluded all who do not have 
invitations. It is not stated what led to 
this reform, but it waa probably some- 
thing which betrayed very plainly the 
vice of allowing strangers to mingle 
freely with those of uusounrl mind. 
The practice is never tolerated at the 
East, aud in no community can it be in- 
dulged in without serious danger. We 
are glad to learn that the practice has 
been modified nt Keuo, but wo think 
the restriction should go further and rule 
out all but employes of the institution. 


The above is taken from the San 


Francisco Chronicle. While the prac- 
tice may be reprehensible the bounds 
of propriety have never been trespassed 
upon at the Reno Asylum, and the cus- 
tom has been of mental benefit to the 
patients.
